“The Clarke music department’s pro- 
duction of “Forever Plaid” this weekend 
turns back the clock to look at the groups 
and songs of the 1950s. 

John Lease, director of vocal music, 
directs the production and Nancy Lease, 
an assistant professor of music, accompa- 
nies the show on piano. 

Lease said “Forever Plaid” was 
choreographed by David Manion 
from New York. Manion once chore- 
ographed Clarke’s Bakers Dozen 
show choir and the 13x13 group, 
which were musical groups that 
existed at Clarke in the 1970s. 

The show is about four high 
school friends who call them- 
selves Forever Plaid and dream of 
becoming a famous singing group. 
However, they are killed on their way 
to an important performance in 1964. 

The group of Frankie, Sparky, 
Smudge and Jinx are allowed to come 
back to earth and perform the show they 
never gave. 

John Leen, a senior communication 
and music major, plays Smudge; Ryan 
Beck, a senior vocal performance major, 
plays Frankie; Jeff Lightfoot, a junior 
history major, is Sparky; Adam Beck, a 
senior vocal performance major, is Jinx; 
and first-year student Shauna Donovan 
plays an usher. 

“The group’s goal was to become big 
stars and at the end of their last perfor- 
mance on earth they realized they had the 
potential. They realized at the end that it 
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didn’t matter whether they were famous 
because their souls were the only thing 
that mattered,” Leen said. 

Adam Beck said the members of the 
group are all close and take 
care of each other. He

Hold off on the tattoos in order to donate blood

Did you know you can’t donate blood 
for a year after getting a tattoo? You can 
find out more about donating blood at the 
American Red Cross blood drive 
Tuesday, Feb. 11, from 1] a.m. to 3 p.m. 
in the Clarke College Atrium, sponsored 
by Health Services. 

According to the Red Cross, blood 
donors must be in good general health, 
Weigh at least 110 pounds and be at least 
17 years old. The other requirements are 
social security number and a valid form 
of identification. 


Procedures for giving blood are as fol- 
lows: after you register, a nurse takes 
your temperature, pulse, blood pressure 
and an iron count, then discusses your 
medical history. Then you wait for your 
turn to give blood, a process that takes 
approximately 5 to 10 minutes. After the 
blood is donated, you will be kept about 
15 minutes and treated to juice and cook- 
ies, just to make sure you feel fine, said 
Jeannie Beckman, the health service 
director/nurse at Clarke. 

According to American Red Cross the 
10 questions many young adult donors

ask include: 

10. My roommate pierced my ears. 
Can I give blood? 

That depends. You can give blood 
immediately after getting your ear- 
spierced if done by a doctor or an ear 
piercing gun at a boutique, as long as 
there are no signs of infection. 

If you pierced them yourself, or had 
them done at home, you may donate if 
the needle or earring you use is new and 
has not been used on someone else. If 
you have used an old needle, or someone 
else’s earring, you are deferred from giv- 
ing blood for one year. 

9. I just got a tattoo last weekend. 
Can I give blood? 

No. As mentioned earlier, you will be 
deferred for one year after getting a tat- 
too, due to ahepatitis possibility. 

8. I was at a big party last night, and 
there was marijuana and beer. Can I give 
blood? 

Smoking or drinking moderately will 
not be a cause for a deferral, as long as 
you are feeling well. If you have ever 
injected any illegal or “street” drugs 


though, you will be permanently 
deferred. 

7. I’m on “the pill.” Can I give 
blood? 


Yes. Oral contraceptives are not cause 
for deferral. 

6. I'll have my period on the day of 
the blood drive. Can I still safely give 
blood? 

If you will have your period on the 


day of the blood drive, the decision is 
yours, depending on how you feel that 
day. If you have a heavy flow, cramps or 
are not feeling well, you should not 
donate. 

5. Iam ona sports team. My coach 
says I can’t give blood. Is that true? 

No, you can give blood safely, like 
anyone else in good health. Avoid heavy 
muscular or strenuous activity for at least 
4 to 5 hours after giving blood. If you are 
scheduled to compete the day of the 
blood drive, don’t give blood. If you 
must practice after donating, take it easy. 

4. I’ve felt sick all week. Can I still 
give? 

No. If you don’t feel well, for any rea- 
son, don’t give blood. Having a cold, the 
flu, cramps or even a headache are cause 
for deferral. 

3. Can I get AIDS from giving blood? 

No. All equipment is sterile, and is 
used only once. 

2. Will it hurt? 

Only briefly, when the needle is put in 
your arm. Mostly it will feel great. You 
are helping give someone another chance 
at life by giving blood. 

I. Why should I take my time to give 
blood? 

We all have a responsibility to make 
blood available for sick people when they 
need it. You are well today, but may not 
be tomorrow. Isn’t it nice to know that if 
you or one of your friends or relatives 
ever need blood it will be there? %

Christina Hosch, senior chemistry 
major, said that the retreat featured 
speakers by various liberal activists that 
chose civil disobedience to speak out for 
what they believe in. 

“1 did not participate in the retreat or 
protest against nuclear weapons at the 
Pentagon because my political views are 
much more conservative. The protest 
consisted of a decorated Guatemalan 
cross and people pretending they were 
victims of a nuclear weapon. They 
screamed and fell ‘dead’ in front of the 
doorway. There were also many posters 
and banners, chants and pamphlets. It 
was very odd watching a protest. They 
even made a cross on the ground out of 
their own blood. It was very disturbing 
to watch,” she said. 

Hosch said that she asked some 
Pentagon workers what they felt about 
the protest and they said that every 
Friday there is a protest. “They are so 
desensitized that they just walk over 
them and go to work. They don’t even 
realize the issues anymore,” Hosch said.

According to Fred Freebolin, director 
of the Physical Plant, in past years, “the 
job of snow removal has fallen on outside 
companies contracted by Clarke.” This 
he said, was because the college did not 
have a snowplow or adequate resources 
to deal with the removal of snow. As a 
result, Clarke was forced to rely heavily 
upon these companies after each snow- 
fall, which presented some problems. 

One of the main problems Freebolin 
said. “was that we kept having to call the 
company back to plow after students 
moved their cars, which slowed our 
response time.” In order to make the

snow removal process easier and more 
efficient this year, the Physical Plant has 
assumed the duties of snow removal, To 
help accomplish this task, a new 1997 
Chevy 4x4 pickup truck with a western 
plow was purchased earlier this year. The 
truck was a special package deal that was 
brought to Clarke factory direct from 
Wisconsin. It comes with a specially 
designed heavy duty front and positrac- 
lion rear, A salt spreader was also pur- 
chased separately for the truck, to hel 
melt snow in the parking lots. ' 

With the addition of the new truck, 
Freebolin said that “maintenance will be 
able to respond more quickly after it 
snows.” Not only will response time be 
quicker than in the past, but cleanups will 
be easier, because now Clarke can plow 
continuously.

significant contributor to the snow 
removal process, other machinery is also 
used, such as a 755 John Deere tractor fit- 
ted with a snow plow and a similar John 
Deere tractor with a snow brush. Other 
equipment used to help remove snow 
includes snowblowers and shovels to 
clear the walkways, and salt bags that are 
used to melt the snow in areas of heavy 
public traffic. 

The job of operating the cquipment 
goes to the Clarke maintenance crew. 
According to Freebolin, the process of 
removing snow on campus “begins 
immediately after it starts to snow and 
covers all hours, including weekends, 
until the lots are clear.” 

While Physical Plant and the mainte- 
nance staff have assumed the responsibil- 
ities of years past, Freebolin said that the 
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college still has a contract with Miller 
Enterprises of Dubuque, to help clear the 
parking lots in the event of a snowfall 
exceeding four inches. Clarke has also 
contracted McDermott Excavators to 
remove the large snowpiles that build up 
in each parking lot, before they can spill 
over into students’ parking spaces. 
Freebolin said that McDermott does this 
by using endloaders to load the snow 
mounds on to dump trucks, which then 
haul it away to specified locations. 

In the future, Freebolin said he would 
like to see the college be able to purchase 
another truck plow package. He said he 
feels that this would further speed the 
cleanup process, while allowing Clarke 
the opportunity to respond more quickly 
and do all of its own plowing. %
